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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-1 1 are drawn to a method of identifying a cellular protein involved in 
the susceptibility to proliferative disease. Classified in class 435, subclass 5. 

II. Claim 12 is drawn to a tumor host range virus. Classified in class 435, subclass 
235.1. 

III. Claims 13-19 are drawn to a method of determining the presence or absence of 
an alteration in the genetic material of a cell. Classified in class 435, subclass 
6. 

IV. Claims 20-28 are drawn to a method of killing an abnormally proliferating cell. 
Classified in class 424. subclass 93.1. 



2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons. 

Inventions III, IV and I are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case, the different methods are drawn to cell killing, screening for proteins or 
screening for genes. The different methods have different method steps, use different 
starting materials and testing criteria, have different modes of operation, and distinct 
technical considerations. 
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Inventions I, III, IV, and II could be related as product and process of use. The 
inventions can be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) 
the process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially 
different product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different 
process of using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, group II is a 
product claim drawn to a tumor host range virus; groups I, III, IV are different methods 
drawn to cell killing, screening for an abnormal protein, or an altered gene. In certain 
step of the different methods of groups I, III, IV, a mutant virus was used. Apparently, 
the product (host range virus) could be used in materially different methods, such as 
groups I, III or IV, and the different methods could be practiced with materially different 
products. In the instant case, the abnormally proliferating cells of group IV could be 
killed by a cytotoxic compound, for example. 

The differences of the Inventions l-IV are further underscored by their divergent 
classification and independent search criteria. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter and different search criteria, it would impose an undue burden to the Office if all 
the groups are examined together, thus, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
